set the clock back any further. They are 
uutble to arrest the onward progress of 
Muscovite domination ; they -annot stay the 
development of the railways tuat by and bye 
are boul to effect woudertul transformations. 
in the empire; aud they are compelled by 
outside preasare to consider the propriety of 
opeuing ap all the tuliaad waterways, the 
mines, aud the other uatural rescurees of 
the country. Chey sre under the necessity, 
by the pressure in the North, of conciliating

which has practically reduced the Czar to 
a figurehead, and which dictates the policy 
for which he is made responsible.

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|. THE LOSS OF THE “ GLENAVON.” 
i : MARINE ENQUIRY. 


EVIDENCE OF CAPTAIN PITHIE, 

A Marine Court was opened at the office of the 
Harbour Master on the 12th January to make 
enquiry respecting the circumstances connected 

. with the loss of the British steamship Glenavon, 
official No. 84,315. of Glasgow, William Pithie, 
number of whose vartificate is O701, was 
master and commander. ( ommander R. Mur. 

_¥ay Rumesev,. R.N.. Stipendiary Mayistrate, 
presided, and the other members of the Court 
were Staff Commander HK. J. Rogers, K.N., 
H.M.\S. Tamar; Mr. Rupert Architald, master 
British steamship Kmpress of China; Mr. H. 
Mowatt, master British steanship Athenian ; 
and Mr. W. A. Evans, muster British steam- 
ship Monmouthshire. 

The letter of Mr William Pithie, of the 
Glenavon, applying for an enquiry, was read. 
The certificated officers have each been supplied 
with a copy of such letter 

The warrant constituting the court was read. 

Captain Pithie said—My certificate was 
issued at Aberdeen in 188’. I have been 

in command of the Glenavon for two yearn. 
For two years before that I commanded 
the Glenfalloch. I left Hongkong at. 5.25 
p-m. on the 29th of December in the Glen. 
avon, bound for Loudon, with 3.300 tons of 
eargo. The draught of the ship was 22 feet 
aft und 20 feet forward. We had a full com- 
plement of crew and officors—56 all told. The 
shiv was in proper and seaworthy condition. 

_ I passed Green Islund at 5.54. The light was 
lit at that time. J set a course south 34 
degrees west. making south 30 degrees west 
true. I gave fonr degre s variution westerly. 
The third officer was on the bridge at that 
time with me. After the course was set L 
pointed out to him Chung Island. ‘There was a 
slight haze at the time. .Tbhe lower part of the 
Island was obscured, but the hill was quite 
plain. I told him to look out and take a fore- 
point bearing of the Island. 1 left the bridge to 
verify the course. I found I was steering all 


room, and with him [I then made up the 
’ ghronometer rates. Then he went aft to his 
. ‘tea, and T had my tea in the chart roum, so as 
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right. 1 met the second officer in the chart 


to be handy: for the bridge. After I had 
finished the second officer reported to me that 
there were eight bags of mgils on board. I 
told lum. “ All right,” and went on to the 
bridge. I asked the third officer if Chung ; 
[sland was abeam. He said not yet. I waited 
till he reported it abeam. It was then 6.34 
p.m. I asked how long it had been on the 
fore-point bearing, and he replied tine minutes. 
I went down to the chart room to lay the posi- 
tion off aud the fourth officer came to the chart 
room and reported one and a half miles as the 
distance given by the fore-poiot bearing off 
Chung Island. ‘I'he fourth officer had been on 
the bridge with the third officer all the time. 
I went on to the bridye at 6.35 and found the 
chief officer in charge. He had had his tea and 
had gone to relieve the third officer. It was 
6.34 wheo Chung Island was reported on. the 
bean and I gave the order to starboard. 
Immediately ufter this I went on to the bridge. 
As soon as I got on to the bridge I pave 
the order to starboard. ‘he chief officer 
repeated! the order tothe quarter-master at the 
wheel, I was then on the starboard side of 
the bridge looking for Ling ‘Ting Island. 
I saw Ling Tin Is snd right ahead as she waa 
swinging uuder har starboard helm. I asked 
how her head was, and the chief officer said 
south one degree west. (Sir William T'homp- 
son's compass was in use.) I told him to steady 
her at south 15 degrees east by compass. There 
is little or no deviation in the southerly courses. 
When ie reported her steady at south 15 east 
Lsaw that Ling Ting was well open on the 
starbourd bow. [ told lim that this would take 
the ship ‘ell clear of all dangers and to keep a 
sharp look out for the Ling Ting rocks and to 
let me know if he suw them or if she was 
setting in atall. I also told him I was going 
down below to take my boots off as my feet 
were very sore. [ went and took off my boots 
and svcks and then went to look at the chart 
and laid off the beam bearing of Ling Ting on 
the chart, and shaped a course from that for 
the Gap Rock, assuming to pass Ling Ting 
two miles off. 1 than returned to the bridge 
and found the chief officer standing on the 
starboard side. This was about seven o'clock. 
I asked him if he had seen the rocks and he 
replied that he had seen them on the starboard 
beam. [ remarked that it was very hazy and 
that we seemed close to the land, and he replied 
that he did not think so, as the haze was so 
very deceptive. I then asked him again if he 
-was eure he had sean the rocks and te replied 
that be wax quite sure -he had seen them. 
I was looking for them myself on the star- 
board side but I conld not see them I 
looked ahead on the starboard side and saw all 
clear ahead and as the rocks were on the star- 
board beam I concluded we would go clear of 
everything. [then weut to the midship part of 
the bridge to see how her head was, but before 
doing so 1 looked ahead on the port side and I 
saw Ling Ting rocks just open on the port 
bow. I gave the order hard aport, and jumped 
to the telegra,-b and gave the order “full speed 
astern.” I looked to see if she would clear. 
but shortly afterwards she struck scmethiog 
with ber bottom, but not the reck which I saw. 
She was going off and had got the rock abeam 
when she struck. [immediately gave the order 
to clear away the boats and save the pas-engers 
and mails, The passengers on board were one 
lady and child oabin passengers, 30 Ubinese 
steerage passengers, and two distressed British 
seamen. ‘The Chinese were the crew of the new 
Indo-China boat. I sent the carpenter for- 
ward to sound the forehold, and on his return

‘They left me 
on the bridge. I eventually found ont :they . 
had not got iuto the boat, which I saw go away. 
I stopped on ‘the bridge then till the water was 
coming over the forecastle head. Ithen walked 
down to the ower bridge and into the chart 
room and set my dog loose. Then I walked 
down to the lower deck and saw the boatswain 
and two Chinamen. I told them to jump over- 
board and save themselves. I then want into- --— 
the saloon tojsee if there was anyone there, I 
found no one, but there werd two bags of mails. 
[ tried to get them out bat they were tod heavy 
for me. I came on deck again, and immediately 
the ship turned over on ber starboard side and 
went down. I went down with her. On com- 
ing to the surface I saw the funnel disappearing. 
I saw a lightiand I struck out for it, but after 
about an hour I gave it up as I did not seem to 
get any nearer, so I made for the Island. 
Before reaching the Island I was getting 
very exhausted. when a sampan picked me up 
after I had teen two hours in the water. { 
got those in the boat to let me have a look 
round, and eventually we came across Quarter.

Mr. Ho Tune (chairman of the new com- 
mittee) said— Your Excellency, in taking over 
the duties of the retiriog directors of the ‘Tung 
Wuh Hospital, I do not think the chairman of 
the committee has availed himself on every 
occasion of the opportunity to address the Go- 
vernor. On the present occasion, however, [ 
would beg your Excellency's permission to muke 
a few remarks on this cluritable institution. 
As your Excellency is well aware, the election 
of the board of directors of the Tung Wab is made 
exclusively by those Chinese who contribute an- 
nually to the funds of the hospital. The annnal 
election is therefore not merely a purely formal 
function restricted to a few of the well-to-do or 
better-informed Chinese of the colony. Indeed, 
if it can be accepted as any criterion, it affords 
ample evidence that. quite a large number of the 
Chinese in Hongkong evince an uctive interest 
in the institution.”

Lord Charles repeatedly calls attention to 
the fact that he is Irish. and even did he uot do 
so the obvious inconsistency he is guilty of ‘in 
his speeches would point to that fact. I must, 
therefore, point out the unpleasant fact that. 

the present distressful state of affairs in the 
ae Far East is due to [rishmen. Three notable 
Irishmen—Sir ‘I‘homas Wade, Sir Robert Hart, 
and Sir Halliday Macartney—are entirely respon- 
sible for misleading Great Britain into treating 
the haughty, pretentious. arrogant, overhear- 
ing, ignorant Chinese Government as a civilized 
state, and inducing her, on the one hand, to 
cease that wholesome coercion which she exer- 
cised when occasion arose, and China, on the 
other hand, to advauce cxtravagautl preteosions 
« as ‘o her right to be treated with punctillious 
consideration whilst she habitually ignored the 
just rights of British merchants and mission- 
aries. Since our last China war up to the pre- 
sent-dafe one or all of these three men have 
7 dictated British weakness iu the Far East and 
2 China's aggression, with what consequences to 
trade and to China’s present humiliation events 
have amply shewn.” At the present time we 
have local evidence of this in the impudent 
attempt to establish a (hinese Custom House, 
aud subsidiary stations, in the heart of this 
colony, with all sorts of oppressive powers, aud 
the British Government only preveuted from 
weakly conseuting to the obnoxious arrange- 
ment owing to the outcry raised by the 
colonists. 

Fortunately T.ord Charles admits that he 
knows very little about Chiua, even after his tour. 
Another speakez, following him, a very old re- 
sident in the Far East, points out that Sir 
Thomas Wade after forty years in China ad- 
mitted knowing nothing of the country. As 
Sir Thomas Wade's policy is respousible far the 
pregtous mess China affairs have got iuto we 
can accept the statement as perfectly accurate. 
notwithstanding th- fact that hu had an inti 
mate knowledge of the Chiuese laugnage and 
written character. 

Continuing, Lord Charles Beresford proceads 
to say that having visiled every British coal. 
munity in China they all express an opinion 
that something must be done; than he agrees 
with them in that opinion and proceeds to in- 
fer that he has a definite policy to propound, 
but after mnch garrulous wandering from the 
point—garrulosity, to coin a word, is alike 
characteristic of the Irish and Chinese races 
and possibly together with plausibility is one of 
the many causes for their mutual affiuity—he 
fails to propound his policy further thau to say 
that he believes thal “the door can ve kept open” 
(which, by the way. is a variously defined 
idea) by some sort of arrangement between 
England, America, (rermany, aud Japau. | wo 
of these countries are great on tariffs at home 
and the third well on the road to a similar 
policy, yet Lord Charles with child-like faith 
supposes that an offensive aud defensive alliance 
iq - can be arranged with them to frauk British 
4 goods into China; the innocent Celestial of 
ig course will render every facility for effecting 
i that desirable object. No, Lord (‘harles, we 
i know better thau that; it won't work. You will 
have to try again. 

He then pays Sir Claude MacDonald a well 
deserved compliment and rightly points out 
that it is nof him but the Cabinet at home who 
must be censured for muddling China affairs. 

Proceeding, he now touches un the crux of the 
whole question, Russia's actions and intentions, 
and here he sadly blunders, as those who have 
coached him in this matter have blundered. 
-Russia, he points out, bas occupied Manchuria 
with intent to establish herself there, and after 
complimenting Russia for doing so and adding 
that had he been a ltussian he would already 
have occupied Peking. le proceeds to say that 
he-thinks it a yreat. mistake to irritate her ; and 
thén comes his chief inconsistency, for he raises 

_ objectiuns to Russia seeing to it that a railway 
running into what ig her undoubted sphere of 
itiflenca is not mortgaged to British capitalists

‘nd infers that the British Government should 
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make a display of force to secure that British 
finger pushed into the Russian pie. To place 
matters simply and plainly, Itussia means to 
have a sphere of influence ambracing all 
territory to the north of Shanhaikwan—in that 
she is perfectly right—and she does not oare 
what the British or anyone else think of it, for 
she is perfectly capable of maintaining herself 
‘in that. area, in spite of all the warships which 
Britain possesses and dozens of Beresfords bad 
watheam. Indeed. for what else isshe building the 
Siberian railway P Has not the British Gov- 
ernment tacitly approved of it, and very wisely, 
too? Russia can easily see that the attempt 
to seoure the Shanhaiwau Railway to British 
capitalisis was an attempt to bar her ont of her 
heritage, and she knows who engineered it; she 
promptly nipped it in the bud. Would that 
the Brifish had been as wise as regards the 
Hankow-Peking line! It is probably pot yet 
too late. 

following his first fling at Russia he has 
another try at-irritating her by raising objec- 
tions to her wisely iguoring the Chines# 
Customs in the matter of landing her railway 
material. Newchwang only temporarily remains 
a Chinese port on the sufferance of Russia. 
Why object to the inevitable ? 

‘Then follows another iuconsistency. He says 
there is no trade in the country occupied by 
Russia—in this he is «mistaken for there is 
considerable trade —henee he adduces this as 
evidence of Russia’s political aims in occupying 
Maucbnria. Of course Russia has political 
reasons for her action; she intends to seize the 
country and occupy it permanently. Why, 
howaver, does Lord Charles, whose mission is 
cominercial, bother his head about a country 
where there is no trade and again irritate 
Russia. 

After a prolonged and veiled attack on Rus- 
sia nod her aims he arrives at the point where 
be lays down a definite line of policy for Great 
Britain, but that, us before mentioned, in a 
weak, vacillating manner. He says, “ I be- 
lieve the door can be kept open by having a 
commercial alliance between America, Germany. 
Japan, and onreelves.” A little further on he 
says, “'l'herefore let us keep together. The Bri- 
bish nation cannot fight for the open duor by it- 
self, but it could very well ally itself with these 
three countries.” What a confession of weal. 
uess! Does he suppose that any one of these 
three countries is going to send troops out to 
the Far Bast to fight for the advancement of 
British trade? Nothing but troops will check 
the Russian advauce; she does not care a straw 
for protestations, or threats of naval displays. 
Why should she? Such displays can only amase 
her. As well might a whale try to frighten an 
elephant. 

In glancing down the report of his speech we 
now come to an important point. viz., that it is 
no use keeping the door open unless the house 
inside is in order. ‘This hint he received on the 
day of his speech from some one in Hongkong. 
He liad toured throngh China seeking for sug- 
gestions und tryiug to discover remedies for the 
impediments to trade in the East and ouly at 
the last moment before starting off, brimming 
over. with krouwledge, does he get the wholu 
thing, and that in a nutshell. It is. not the 
door that everybody is frantically anxions to 
keep open that is the trouble, bat the interior 
of the shunty that wauts attention. Well! 
well! ‘Che man who gave Lim that hint is an 
undoubted Solomon, for in that short sentences 
we find the while matter laid. bare, 

Dealing with the last point calls forth from bim 
his chief panacea, viz., China must be provided 
with anarmy. Hesays,* Youknow very well what 
the state of the Chinese army and police is at 
this moment. 1! knew it was bad, some of you 
know it is had. but I never had the shadow of a 
suspicion that if was us bad as JI found it. 
They absolutely hyve nothing at this moment 
in the whole :f this empire. They have no 
uavy, their ships are not worth the name; they 
have only one army of 7,000 men in the whole 
of this gigantic population of four hundred 
tmuillion people.” ;

soldiers, hence when she marched on a Chinese - 
force she divided her army of attack into: three 
columns, sending one column well ahead‘on each 
flank of the enemy and then, advancing the 
three colamns simultaneonsly, closed in on: the 
Chinese force and destroyed it or all of it. that 
did not succeed in bolting out between the Japan- 
ese columns. ‘This accounts for the Chinese 
General killed with a large numDder.of his men 
aronod him, which Lord Charles quotes else- 
where as a sample of Chinese valour. I would 
suggest an alteration in the Chinese soldier's 
unitorm, as at p.esent it is conveniently con- 


.xtructed for reversal, so that he appears one 


moment as a rioter destroying the hated 
fankwei and all his belongings and the next 
inoment he is a noble warrior maintaining order 
and protecting property from mob violence, 
In this programme the Chinese soldier is. 
typical of China and the Chinese and their 
ways. ; : le 

Leaving the matter of the reorganization 
of the Chinese army Lord Charles touches 
on the question of spheres of influence, 
and condemns it on the ground that if 
Britian went in for a sphere of influence 
France, Russia, Germany, America, and 
Japan would want spheres too. Of course 
they would. at least all the Powars he names, 
except America. And why, pray, should they 
not have spheres P ktussia already has her sphere, 
in practice if not in theory, but she wants and 
will get an extension of that sphere when ready 
for it, whether Lord Charles approves of it or 
not. Germany has got her sphere and likewise 
will have an extension of it in dne course. France 
claims the three southern provinces as ber sphere 
and bas successfully defeated a concession for a 
British railway from this colony to Canton, on 
the ground that it infringes her rights. Far- 
ther, she intends to dispute the Yangtsze Valley 
with us and isat present actively pushing. her 
claims. This, surely, is an all-important matter 
for Lord Charles to attend to instead of worry- 
ing about a Chinese army. We all know what. 
China did with her navy, organized by that able 
wao Admiral Lung. Her new army would fare 
no better, America does not want a sphere 
in China; she would be content with other 
splieres freely open to hor trads. Japan may 
want as,here; well, let her have it if she can 
get it and maintain order. 

There is nothiag morein Lord Charles's speech 
that I propose to deal with in this letter, though 
there is ample field for discussion on minor 
pointe of if. 

Having opposed the remedies he proposes to 
apply to the disorder so rife out here and the 
pending final settlement of the China question it 
is fit and proper to advance counter proposals. 

In lieu of bolstering up the present decaying 
Mancha Dynasty. one as much, or mors, distaste. 
ful to the Chinese as it is to foreigners, I would 
suggest the calling together of a conference of 
the great Powers interested and the marking 
off of the spheres which each is to enter upon 
on the collapse of China, so nearly in view. If 
China bas any real vitality left this preparation 
for her division will arouse her to life and 
reform. Possibly there will be a flicker of 
revival, but that is all that need be expected. 

.The spheres being agreed on there need be.no 
confliet for the spoil when the day. of division 
arrives. As to armies required to control each 
sphere, a few thousand men in each will suffice 
to maintain order and they can be native troops 
officered by Europeans and stiffened with about 
one regiment of furopeans.. The’ revenues. of 
the country occupied will more than ‘cover ex-

Finally; as to the open door, England by the 
allotment of spheres, as above, would, whilst.not 
recsiving as large an area of territory as other 
Powors, get that in which is cevtred 90 per cent 
of China's trade and as a free trade country 
wonld hold it in the ‘interests of the world, till 
such time as a strong xative administration 
could: be established there. Russia would 
receive an immense area for colonization by her 
surplus European population. Germany would, 
like Russia, receive a great area which is 
capable of development by her own people, and 
the wrongly named Desert of Gobi (for 
it- is an extensive prairie capable of cul- 
tivation but at prese..t occupied by a pastoral 
people) would be converted into a land of farms 
and the valley of the Yellow River would no 
longer be afflicted with floods. for the river 
guided in a suitable channel should be a high- 
way. forcommerece. France would get a great 
expansion of her Indo-Chinu Empire. ~- She 
would not be satisfied, but thut would be a 
trifling matter, as she never is. Japan's axpira- 
tions would be satisfied likewise, and all would 
probably agree to waive special tariffs in their 
new possessions; if not, Englaud und the world 
need not care, with YU per cent. of the trade 
open to all on equal terms.

Sizn—TIn your leading article on my letter 
under the above heading you point out two in- 
accuracies ; ‘ first in crediting Lord Charles 
with xaying ‘that there was no trade in Man- 
churia, and second, in saying that France bad 
successfully defeated a concession for a British 
railway between Cauton and Kowloon, In 
Jooking over the report of Lord Charles's 


_ speech, now lying before me, I find that the 


wording is as follows: “It is said the Chinese 
will do the same thing, but the Russian railway 
in Manchuria is essentially being made with 
Russian capital for strategical purposes. ‘Tl:ere 
18 no. trade there at present.” In the above it 
does not state that “there is no Russian trade 
at. present ;” the words are “ There is no trade 
there af present.” It is possible that his Lord- 
ship meant to say “ Russian trade,” but he did 
not say what he meant, if that was so. Assum- 
ing. however, that such was his intention he is 
again astray, for surely no one will deny that 
railway material comes under the head of trade. 
It must likewise be remembered that Russia 
does a big caravan trade with China, via Mon- 
golia, and it would be but natursl for her to 
ayail berself of the quicker and cheaper trans- 
port by rail for this traffic, which will of conise 
ba diverted, in due course, to the Manchurian 
route. We pride ourselves on opening up néw 
markets and developing old ones. Surely we 
will‘ allow Russia credit for ber attempts in 
Are we not going to “live 
and let live” as regards her effor's to open up 
trude routes? There was no overland trade 
between the Atlantic and Pacific coasts of 
America before the trans-continental railways 
were built; the railways made the traffic, both 
in goods and passengers. 

As to the second inaccuracy in my letter, the

Finally, in speaking 
of the proposition I put forward, yon say that 
the item in the receipt for cooking a hare— 
first catch your hare—should be. remeinbered. 
Well, that item is equally applicable to the 
united effort proposed for supporting the in- 
tegrity of China, possibly mere so. 

It cannot be too strongly pointed out that the 
marking out of epheres of influence does not. 
necessitate the closing of doors to trade, but it 
undoubledly is u better guarantee for the main- 
tenance of order. in the house thao that all 
should be responsible for the whole of China.

H.M.S. “ WOODCUCK.” 
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This light-draft twin-screw guuboat. of which 
we (N.C. Daily News) gave full particulars at 
the time of Ler christening, weut tor her steam 
trial on the 29th December. ‘The party on 
board consisted of Commander Cocl.ran, RN., 
Lient. Forbes, R.N., etc, H.M.S. Phenix, 
Lieut. Watson, R.N.. and Dr. Keith, R.W., of 
the Woodcock, Mr. Guyer. who bas been puttiug 
her together, Mr. Mobsby, the pilot, and a few 
invited guests. ‘They left the Phoenix at 8.45 
am. in the Fuyun for Tunkadoo, and “at once 
went on board the new craft, which will be 
completely ready in abont ten days’ time. Cast 
off from the pontoon at Tunkadoo at 9.45 
u.m., atteuded by the Fuyun, and steamed 
rapidly against a strong and bitterly cold wind 
to Woosung. pagsing the Red Buoy at 11.25 a.m 
Duffel coats were now served out from the 
sbip’s stores and found most comforting. 
Steamed a short distance up the Yangtsze, 
taking advantage of the opportunity to try 
the two six-inch guns and two of the Maxims.
